Power outage leaves 


Wilmington in the dark

WILMINGTON - So there you 
were, on Friday night, in front 
of the TV, 45 minutes into 
“Third Watch,” betting that 
your interest in the episode 
would pay off with the kind of 
conclusion you've come to 
expect from the show. 

Then, in an unexpected plot 
development, the power goes 
out. You're in the dark. 

As many as 2,500 homes in 
Wilmington experienced a 
power outage at approximately 
10:47 p.m. on Friday, April 30. 
The blackout, which kept the 
Reading Municipal Light 
Department (RMLD) busy well 


into the next morning, 
occurred when a 35,000-volt 
underground cable termination 
failed and caused an oil circuit 
breaker to open at the Gaw 
Substation on Causeway Road 
in Reading. 

Several roads in Wilmington 
went dark. The failure affected 
a substation on Wildwood 
Street, where two electrical 
lines lost power. Those lines 
feed residences and businesses 
on Andover Street, Ballardvale 
Street, Concord Street, 
Middlesex Avenue, Woburn 
Street, Salem Street, Upton 
Drive, Church Street, Glen 
Road, High Street. and 


Whispering Pines, a housing 
development to be built on 
Salem Street 

Despite protests from area 
residents, the board voted 2 to 1 
in favor of the project during a 
meeting on Monday, May 3. 
Board members Charles Boyle 
and Daniel Wandell Jr. cast the 
twin votes, while member 
Robert Doucette served as the 
lone dissenter. 

Whispering Pines, which is 
being proposed by 
Northeastern Construction of 
Wilmington, is slated to be built 
at 195 Salem Street on approxi- 
mately 10 acres of land. The 
project intends to build 48 Over 
55 age-restricted condominiums 
within two 24-unit buildings. As 
much as 30 percent of the units 
are proposed to be allocated for 
affordable housing. 

Residents who oppose the pro- 
ject feel that excessive traffic 
already existing on Salem 
Street will merely be exacer- 
bated by additional develop- 


Research Drive. 

RMLD crews were able to 
restore power to 1,000 of its cus- 
tomers by half past midnight. 
Fifteen minutes later, 500 more 
got back their electricity. The 
final 1,000 RMLD customers 
were back up and running by 
12:55 a.m. To make this hap- 
pen, crews connected the areas 
to lines from other substations. 

Little did- those crews know, 
their headaches were only half 
over. Another outage occurred 
a few hours later at 3:35 a.m. 
This time, 750 homes and busi- 
nesses were affected in the 
areas of Ballardvale Street, 
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negotiated between Mills and 
the town, which outlines the 
type of traffic mitigation, wet 
land replication, and 
ments agreed to by both par 
ues. Included in the agreement 
is Mills’s commitment to pro- 
vide Tewksbury with a new 
ambulance for its fire depart 
ment, a new skating facility, to 
be built within the mall, that 
would offer reduced rates to the 
town; and a development fee of 
$1.1 million to cover permitting 
costs and any other anticipated 
expenses incurred by the town.

Selectmen Chairman Joseph 
Gill told voters on Tuesday

ment. Drainage issues also 
weigh heavily among residents 
concerns. 

Doucette voted against the 
project, citing density, traffic 
and drainage as key issues. He 
predicts that the effect of the 
project to the surrounding wet 
lands will be devastating 

I've lived in North 
Wilmington all of my life and. 
no matter what the experts say, 

I know what one house can do 
to the drainage in surrounding 
lots, never mind a project like 
this,” Doucette said 

Doucette also took issue with 
the proposed height of the 
buildings 

“People in that complex will 
be sitting on their decks looking 
right into the backvards of the 
neighbors on Biggar Avenue,” 
Doucette said. “I just wish my 
fellow board members agre 
with me, but we are a vei 
independent board and we each 
vote in the way we feel is best.”

A young woman recently said 
to me that she wasn’t crazy 
about live theatre, that it was 
dull, dragged out, stiff... you 
know, too staged. We both 
laughed, for different reasons, 
though. 

Is this what is meant by the 
“dumbing down of America,” 
do you suppose? I'd hate to 
think that theatre has become 
unpopular with the TV, MTV, 
video, fax and phone fans of 
fast. A predictable generation 
gap, I suspect. 

Still, if you've been away for a 
long time or maybe you have 
never given yourself much of a 
chance to appreciate live the- 
atre, now is the time to 
(re)introduce yourself to the 
wonders of watching a live 
stage performance. 

In December of 2000, the 
Stoneham Theatre opened its 
doors after a two-year full- 
dress restoration. The original 
theatre was built in 1917 as a 
silent movie house. When 
“talkies” came in around 1929, 
the necessary changes were 
made to accommodate sound. 
But back then, surprisingly, 
some patrons didn’t like the

Bookends met on April 1, 2004 to discuss Ice Bound by Dr. Jerri Nielsen. 


Jerri Nielsen had reached a 
crossroads in her life. A bitter 
divorce had left her cut off 
from her children, she had 
returned to her beloved child- 
hood home to begin a new job 
in the emergency room at a 
major teaching hospital, and 
the job in question seemed 
more about politics and proce- 
dures than hands-on medicine 
and good putient care. Leafing 
through a medical journal, she 
came upon an ad seeking a res- 
ident physician to support 
research scientists for a year in 
Antarctica. Most people would 


keep on leafing. Nielsen 
applied. 
Ice Bound, subtitled “A 


Doctor’s Incredible Battle for 
Survival at the South Pole” is 
Nielsen's lively and often lyri- 
cal account of her eight months 
“on the Ice.” Many of you will 
remember Dr. Nielsen: she had 
been diagnosed with breast 
cancer and, because of the 
harsh winter conditions in 
Antarctica, had to treat herself 
for months until her daring res- 
cue in October 1999. 

She begins by telling us a lit- 
tle about her idyllic childhood 
and close-knit family. Always 
adventurous and athletic, her 
gift for healing led her to med- 
ical school. While at a stop 
light, her car is struck from 
behind and she fractures four 
discs in her back. Nearly inca- 
pacitated with pain, she finish- 
es med school through sheer 
will, a trait she will call upon 
again in Antarctica. 

Nielsen is candid about her 
disastrous marriage and there 
are some chilling scenes of 
domestic abuse. Upon her 
lawyer's advice she chose not 
to wage a custody battle, and 
her children end up living with 
their father. A few Bookenders 
had difficulty accepting the 
wisdom of this decision and 
commented that they lost 
respect for Nielsen because of 
it. In addition, just as Nielsen is 
about to leave for Antarctica 
her father is hospitalized with 
cancer. Nielsen feels she should 
stay but her parents tell her to 
keep her commitment and go. 
Again, some Pookenders felt 
that Nielsen should have 
remained at home to care for 
her father. Others felt just as 
strongly that she honored her 
parents by leaving and that, as 
a woman, she was being judged 
by a whole different standard. 

We all loved Nielsen's descrip- 
tions of life as a -“Polie.” 
Advised to skip the deodorant 
and shampoo. She brings 
books, lots of music, some

with sound. 

During the dreary days of the 
Great Depression and through 
the 1940's and early 1950's, the 
theatre provided a pleasant 
diversion and escape from the 
worry and woes of the world. 
But drive-ins and television 
changed all that. The 
Stoneham Theatre was forced 
to close in the late 1960's. For 
almost 30 years the theatre sat 
sadly in silence. 

Today the Stoneham Theatre 
is a successful theatre compa- 
ny that regularly receives raves 
and praise, without the nays. 
Plays, musicals, comedy and 
concerts to woo you, to pull you 
back through your cultural 
lapse - a stage to hypnotize, to 
make you wise. 

Last Sunday we saw “The 
Sweepers,” a play set realisti- 
cally in Boston’s North End 
during World War II. The fol- 
lowing week comedienne Paula 
Poundstone performed. 
“Groucho - A Life In Review,” 
“The Glen Miller Orchestra” 
and “Always Patsy Cline” are 
some of the productions sched- 
uled for summer, And an 
impressive line-up has been 
announced for the fall. 

A coffee bar, beer, wine and 
tasty sweets, walls lined with 


recipes, herbal teas, a few nice 
things to wear for special 
times, a fluffy bath towel and a 
Celtic harp. She’s also issued 70 
pounds of specially made cold 
weather wear. Asked about sur- 
vival training she's told there 
isn't any: if you end up outside 
in the dark, you die. 

Typically, the Amundsen- 
Scott South Pole station teems 
with about 200 souls in the sum- 
mertime, December through 
February, when the tempera- 
tures rise to -10 and planes can 
land and take off safely. In the 
winter, June through August, 
temperatures plummet to -100 
and jet fuel turns to jello. Only 
the winterover crew, the 
“Polies” remain. Normally this 
group would be about 17 in all 
but a construction crew has 
swelled the numbers to 41. The 
crew is overseeing construction 
of a new dome to replace the 
dilapidated 25 year old unheat- 
ed structure that protects the 
inner buildings where they live 
and work. It’s also led to some 
serious overcrowding. 

Antarctica’s thin air makes 
the 6,000-foot altitude feel like 
11,000 feet. Nielsen’s descrip- 
tions of the physical phenome- 
na that occur at such extremes 
are fascinating, as well as her 
ingenuity in performing “polar 
medicine” with outdated, bro- 
ken or missing equipment. Any 
cuts, for example, or the deep 
fissures on people's hands that 
were caused from dry, cracked 
skin, could only be closed with 
superglue because sutures 
wouldn't work. Adhesive ban- 
dages wouldn't stick so electri- 
cal tape was used. Frostbite is 
common as is clumsiness, acci- 
dents and memory loss. 

We enjoyed reading about the 
camaraderie that developed 
among the crew, their practical 
jokes and escapades. Nielsen 
stories make us love these peo- 
ple, especially her best friend 
“Big” John Penney. She 
describes the stark and breath- 
taking vistas, hundreds of 
shades of blue and white, and 
the sky as a canvas of stars. 
She also makes us feel the ten- 
sion when something goes 
wrong, such as a mysterious 
and intermittent glitch in the 
power system. 

Just two weeks after the sta- 
tion was closed off from the 
rest of the world, with no possi- 
bility of flights in or out until 
the polar spring eight months 
later, Nielsen developed a mys- 
terious bronchitis that left her 
unaccountably weak. A few 
weeks after that, she discov- 
ered a lump in her right breast. 


beautiful photographs of each 
show will lead you to your row.

At first she hoped it might be a 
benign cyst, but in time began 
to realize that the lump was an 
aggressive cancer. After three 
months, with pain now in her 
underarm as well as her breast, 
she contacted her bosses at 
Antarctic Support Associates 
and the National Science 
Foundation for help. Some 
Bookenders found it difficult to 
believe that a trained doctor 
would be in denial about her 
own illness.

Nielsen and the crew were put 
in touch electronically with 
Kathy Miller, an oncologist 
whom we come to know 
through her many compassion- 
ate e-mail messages. Under 
Miller's guidance, Nielsen's 
friends pitched in to help her 
with a biopsy: “Welder Walt” 
Fischel, an ironworker, trained 
on a shriveled apple in prepa- 
ration for aspirating the tissue 
from Nielsen's breast; Ken 
Lobe, a maintenance specialist, 
prepared the slides for video 
transmission; Lisa Beal, a 
senior computer technician, 
managed to synchronize trans- 
mission of the pictures with the 
passage of a satellite overhead. 
A daring midwinter airdrop 
brought some help in the form 
of chemotherapy drugs, but it 
was not enough. Being a doctor, 
Nielsen knew way too much. 
Her growing terror, weakness, 
memory loss and depression 
became overwhelming. She had 
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as long as I can remember, so 
you can bet your life they’ 
doing something right. i

no more than a dirt road and, 
what many of us consider to be, 
the “old” fire station had not 
yet been built.

Everyone knew everyone and 
everyone most definitely knew 
Ed Woods, since he was the 
youngest of 10 children and his 
father was a Wilmington select-

politician in the family. Woods 
served as the President of his 
senior class 

He was also an accomplished 
athlete. He played for the 
league champion Wilmington 
High School baseball team in 
the spring and as a Captain 
and lineman on the undefeated 
i961 Lowell Suburban League 
Championship football team 
under Coach Fred Bellissimo. 
Bellissimo, a legend in the 
Wilmington football program, 
also coached boxing in those 


His father wa 


accomplished in that program 
as well. 

According to childhood friend 
Kevin Field, Woods was the 
Heavyweight Champ of at least 
one of Bellissimo’s State 
Police-sponsored boxing tour- 
naments, 

“I managed to go 3 rounds 
with Eddie one time,” says 
Field. “Of course, I was run- 
ning the whole time and he 
wasn't able to wear his glasses 
in the ring, which helped me 
out.” 

Field met Woods in the first 
grade at the Walker School, 
long before those boxing tour- 
naments. 

“Have you ever seen the 
movie, ‘A Christmas Story’?” 
Field asks. “Well, Eddie was 
Ralphie from that movie, with 
the glasses and the little round 
face.” 

That office window of Woods 
just keeps revealing memories. 
The childhood home of Kevin 
Field is on School Street and is 

y visible from the princi. 


Woods and Field spent all 12 
years of public school together 
and the first year of college at 
Northeastern University. 
Woods then transferred to 
Wyoming State University, 
where he split time between 
studies and working on a cattle 
ranch. 

He entered the Wilmington 
Public School system as a phys- 
ical fitness teacher in 1969 at 
the Mildred Rogers School, 
which stood next to Town 


Beach at Silver Lake. He 
taught at nearly every 
Wilmington school before 


arriving at Wilmington High 
School in the early 80's. 

He became a vice principal in 
the mid 80’s and vaguely 
recalls a high school senior 
named Stephen Bjork doing a 
poor, and not necessarily com- 
plimentary, impression of him 
on stage during the 1986 Senior 
Show. Luckily, he seems not to 
hold a grudge. 

Woods enjoyed the years he 
spent as Vice Principal, which 
provided him with the opportu- 


nity to get to know a greater 
number of the students on a 
one-on-one basis. Disciplining 
students comes with the terri- 
tory as a Vice Principal, but 
when administered efficiently, 
can help turn a student toward 
a brighter future. 

Woods recalls one moment 
that occurred during a 
Scholarship Awards Ceremony 
when a recipient accepted a 
scholarship and then hugged 
Woods in gratitude right on the 
stage.

“Usually, we on the School 
Committee say, ‘If you build 
homes, we will educate the chil- 
dren,” Consaul said.

Article 1 was adopted by a 
vote of 1,346 to 393. 

Article 2 authorizes the Town 
Manager and the Board of 
Selectmen to enter into the 
Development Agreement, once 
adopted by a Town Meeting 
vote. The article was adopted 
without discussion by a vote of 
1,359 to 322. 

Article 3 was the only Mills 
article to require a two-thirds 
vote from Town Meeting for 
passage. Articles 1 and 2 need- 
ed only a majority vote to suc- 
ceed 

The property that Mills aims 
to build on has been zoned for 
residential use. Article 3 
sought to create a new zoning 
district called the Highway 
Corridor Overlay District and 
to rezone the parcel under that 
new heading so that it may be 
developed commercially. 

Article 3 proved to be the most 
contentious of the evening and 
was eventually decided in a 
secret ballot vote. 

“This will change the footprint 
of the town forever,” argued 
resident Tara Coakley. “If you 
wouldn't want this in your 
backyard, how can you possibly 
put it into someone else’s?” 

Residents approached the 
microphone from both sides of

“A chief's job is of a different 
scope than that of a patrolman,” 
he explains. “It’s more of an 
administrative overview. The 
satisfaction comes from seeing 
that things are operating smooth- 
ly. The thing that makes me the 
proudest at all levels is when a 
civilian whom our department 
has helped takes the time to write 
us a letter saying that their life 
has been impacted for the better 
because someone on the police 
force did a great job.” 

Nally has seen police work 
changed dramatically over the 
years, especially as technology 
has improved in leaps and 
bounds. 

“Technology not only changes 
how an officer does their job, but 
also the nature of the crimes that 
are committed,” he says. “Years 
ago, we never even imagined the 
existence of such crimes as iden- 
tity theft and stranger danger 
that have come with the advent of 
the Internet. More often than 
not, the bad guys are up-to-date 
on the latest technology. But, 
thankfully, all of our cruisers are 
now equipped with computers so 
that officers can run queries 
much more quickly. The 
improved nature of instant two- 
way communication has also 
made a big difference, 

‘Technology is not the only thing 
to change during Nally’s time 
with the department. The nature 
of communication between the 
police force and the public has as 
well. 

“We interact more with the pub- 
lic now than we did 30 years ago,” 
Nally says. “Some excellent pub- 
lic service programs that have 
come to life during recent years 
include the R.A.D. women’s self- 
defense program, the D.A.R.E. 
program in the public schools, 
the child safety seat installation 
program, the three-day White 
Mountain excursion for 
Wilmington High School students, 
and the Police Association Beach 
Day, which is held annually in 
August in conjunction with the 
Wilmington Recreation 
Department. The beauty of these 
programs is that it gives the pub- 
lic a chance to experience us in a 
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positive capacity as opposed 
only thinking of us as 
tickets or making arrests.” 

On the whole, though, Nally 
feels that one thing that has not 
changed in 40 years is the nature 
of Wilmington as a community. 

“Despite the recent population 
boom, the changes in this town 
have not been as drastic as that 
of some of the surrounding 
municipalities,” he says. “Growth 
on the whole has remained fairly 
consistent and nicely controlled 
One reason for this is that we 
haven't seen a great influx of 
apartment and condominium 
complexes that bring in hundreds 
of people at a crack, like some 
cities and towns have. One area 
in which we have experienced a 
major increase is in traffic, and 
that’s a constant headache for 
everyone.” 

The most challenging aspect of 
Nally's experience in protecting 
and serving Wilmington has 
stemmed from trying to strike a 
balance between the perceived 
needs required to do the job with 
the various barriers and restric- 
tions that law — enforcers 
encounter while endeavoring to 
do it. 

“For example,” says Nally, “the 
national tragedy of September 
th has caused us to be more 
alert to our surroundings, partic- 
ularly those areas that might be 
considered to be terrorists tar- 
gets, such as water towers and 
treatment plants, and businesses 
that are involved in defense work 
We're more alert in large crowds, 
more alert to strangers and peo- 
ple whose behavior seems suspi- 
cious by normal standards, The 
other side of the coin is that we 
have to make certain that we 
don’t falsely target other people 
or infringe upon their civil rights. 
It’s a narrow pathway to have to 
walk on.” 

What will Nally miss most 
about life with the department? 

“The camaraderie of working 
with a team toward that all- 
important goal of public safety,” 
he says. “The shared sense of 
humor that goes along with the 
job.”

In 1729, the play shows us, citi- 
zens of East Billerica petitioned 
the Governor for the township of 
{Wamesit on the current site of 
‘Tewksbury. Their inability to 
erect a town meeting house led to 
the failure of that petition, but in 
1734 the township of Tewksbury 


was established. The original 
name of Wamesit referred to the 
tribe of Native Americans previ- 
ously inhabiting the area. The 
name was especially 
favorable to King George III, who 
had been the Earl of Tewkesbury, 
England before assuming the 
throne. 

According to Marcus, approxi- 
mately 400 students were 
involved in the production this 
year and tension mounted as 
what appeared to be a majority 
of those children gathered in 
amongst the trees in the rear of 
the Trahan’s field dressed in 
British uniforms, 

Under the command of 
Captains Trull, Clark, and Brown, 
Tewksbury Minutemen marched 
to Concord on April 19, 1775 and 
assembled with many other 
North Shore units at Meriam’s 
Corner to attack the retreating 
British forces. 
Redcoats came into 
the Trahan actors’ line of fire and 
the battle re-enactment began. 
Live ammunition was not used 

this demonstration, but 
British soldiers soon began drop- 
ping like flies as the Minutemen 
used rocks, trees, and houses as 
cover_in_order to successfull;

overwhelm superior numbers. 

The Brits were forced to make a 
hasty retreat and cheers erupted 
from the Minutemen and from 
the audience. 

A moving rendition of the Star 
Spangled Banner brought the 
production to a close. 

The production has become an 
eagerly anticipated annual event 
for local students and parents 
since its inception. Younger stu- 
dents get to watch the play for a 
couple of years and look forward 
to their chance to participate. 

The production, according to 
Marcus, is the result of enormous 
cooperation between many peo- 
ple. He points to school faculty 
and administration as well as 
parents who make the costumes. 

According to Marcus, when stu- 
dents get to middle school, those 
who were actively involved in the 
production are easily recognized 
by their new teachers due to a 
superior knowledge of the time 
period. 


“The important thing is that 
these students are able to 
remember this as a historical 
event,” said Marcus. “This is an 
important cultural and historical 
event for children to learn about.”

One contemporary who will 
miss Nally is Fire Chief Daniel 
Stewart, who has known Nally for 
28 years as the two men have 
moved up the ranks of their 
respective departments at pretty 
tnuch the same rate. 

“He is humble and modest, a 
perfect gentleman as well as a 
perfect professional,” Chief 
Stewart says. “He's approach- 
a asy to get along with, and 
is always willing to listen to sug 
gestions, We worked very closely 
together on a whole gamut of 
issues, from the designing of the 
new public safety building to the 
development of a comprehensive 
emergency plan at the state level. 
Not only was he directly involved 
in the hiring of our combined 
police/fire civilian dispatchers, 
but he also worked closely with 
them, maintaining constant 
review.

Cape Ann League 


Fumbling with new football format

In Sunday’s Boston Globe, 
there was an article which 
explained the new format for 
Cape Ann League football. And 
once again, the league has 
failed us. 

Prior to Wilmington vacating 
the Merrimack Valley 
Conference after the 1995 
spring season, I wrote several 
articles opposing the switch. 
Now nine years later, I think 
the answer of whether or not 
the switch was good or bad is 
easily answered that it was the 
right move. Every team can 
compete now every single 


game. 
While that question is 
answered, someone has to 


answer the long lasting ques- 
tions, First, why is the Cape 
Ann League so disorganized? 

Why does the Cape Ann League 
do everything in its power to 
give Wilmington the raw deal? 
And why is the Cape Ann 
League so bizarre? Ideas on 
league switches, non-league 
games, all-star representatives, 
all-star games and just every- 
day league activity seems 
always to be so chaotic. Why is 
that? 

According to the Boston 
Globe's article, the chaos con- 
tinues now with football. The 
league decided a few weeks ago 
to break it football to two six 
team divisions (with the addi- 
tion of Lawrence coming in, 
and North Reading coming 
back to the league after going 
independent the last few 
years). With the two six team 
divisions, the league decided 
that e«ch team will play its five 
opponents from the division 
they play from. In addition 
there will be three cross over 
games against teams from the 
other division on a rotating 
basis. Now that makes sense, 
but there’s three more games 
on everyone's schedule, So what 
did they decide? Hmm ... let’s 
just say it’s an ill-advised deci- 
sion. 

Some teams in the league 
have agreed to play other 
league opponents but in “non- 
league games” to preserve 
what they call “traditional 
rivalries” but some teams have 
said in the past that they refuse 
to play other teams in the 
league. How is this plan going 
to work fairly if teams refuse to 
play other teams? 

The league also tried to get a 
waiver through the MIAA seek- 
ing Super Bowl berths for both 
of its two divisions. The MIAA 
turned down the request but 
said it will look into it further 
possibly for the 2005 season. So 
with the request denied, who 
will go to the playoffs with two 
six team divisions? Yup, anoth- 


er idiotic decision. The league 
decided that any team in the 
league with at least seven wins 
against CAL schools, either 
league or non-league games, 
will get the bid. The first tie- 
breaker is head-to-head compe- 
tition. The second is record ver- 
sus common opponents. The 
final tie-breaker is most wins 
versus CAL schools, counting 
both league and non-league 
games. 

With that system it’s possible 
that a team could have eight 
CAL wins and could be passed 
over for the Super Bowl berth 
in favor of a team with seven 
wins, if that team wins either 
head-to-head competition or 
common opponents tie-break- 
ers. 

Cape Ann League secretary- 
treasurer Dick Baker told the 
Globe, “The athletic directors 
just wanted to make sure that 
someone who won all the “easy 
games”, whatever that means, 
didn’t get the automatic berth 
over someone that played the 
hard schools. The concern was 
that if someone in (the small 


school conference) had a super . 


season we wanted to give them 
a shot at going to the Super 
Bowl.” 

Does any of that make sense 
at all? It doesn’t to me. 

The league has not confirmed 
which teams will be broken up 
to which division as of yet. A 
guess would have Wilmington, 
Pentucket, Masconomet, North 
Andover, Newburyport and 
probably Hamilton-Wenham in 
the top division. The second 
could consist of Lawrence, 
North Reading, Amesbury, 
‘Triton, Ipswich and Lynnfield. 

According to the league’s new 
format if this is how the leagues 
are broken down, Wilmington 
would play Pentucket, 
Masconomet, North Andover, 
Newburyport and Hamilton- 
Wenham every year. Then 
they'll have three games 
between the other six teams, so 
say it’s a rotating schedule so 
for example they face 
Lawrence, Triton and 
Amesbury giving them eight 
games for this upcoming sea- 
son. Add Tewksbury to the 
schedule and it’s nine games 
Now there's two games left on 
the schedule. Now Wilmington 
asks North Reading, Ipswich 
and Lynnfield to play them for 
“non-league games”. North 
Reading and Ipswich would 
never play them. Lynnfield, 
yeah probably. Say they did, 
now that’s ten games. 
Wilmington needs one more so 
they grab Andover for a non- 
league game. 

Now for a second example, 
Pentucket. They would face 
Wilmington, Masco, North 
Andover, Newburyport and 
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If the Cape Ann League keeps its new football format, Wilmington head coach Bob Almeida will be asking his players if they know | 
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Hamilton-Wenham. Say they 
face the same three teams 
Wilmington does in the rotation 
so they face Lawrence, Triton 
and Amesbury. They always 
play Whittier Tech for a non- 
league game giving them nine 
games. They always face North 
Reading every year so that’s 
game number 10. Lynnfield say 
yes to a game so that's game 
number 11. 

Now say that Pentucket beats 
Wilmington, but Masco beats 
Pentucket and Wilmington 
beats Masco - all three of them 
have one league loss. Pentucket 
would have an 91 record 
against CAL schools. 
Wilmington would have an 8-1 
record with one less game 
because North Reading would- 
n't face them. Masco, who lets 
say faced North Reading, 
Ipswich and Lynnfield in their 
rotation, and then picked up 
Lawrence and Ipswich in non- 
league games, would then have 
a %1 record against Cape Ann 
League opponents. So now 
comes the tie-breakers: the first 
one is head-to-head. It all gets 
wiped out. 

The second tie breaker would 
be record versus common oppo- 
nents. Pentucket and 
Wilmington are both 7-0 against 


_ common opponents. Pentucket 


and Masco play six common 
opponents winning all six. 
Wilmington and Masco play 
five comimon opponents, win- 
ning all five. So now that gets 


wiped out. The third tie breaker 
then is most wins against CAL 
teams, counting both league 
and non-league games. 

Pentucket and Masco are both 
9-1 and Wilmington is 8-1 

So now what happens” 
Wilmington is eliminated from 
that tie-breaker because it has 
8 wins because North Reading 
didn’t play them, and 
Wilmington faced a much bet- 
ter team in Andover who they 
defeated. It goes back to head- 
to-head, and Masco goes 
because it defeated Pentucket 

Now is all of that very confus- 
ing? Yes. Does it make any 
sense? No. Could it happen that 
way? Yes. Would it? Maybe, 
maybe not. I’m not complain- 
ing because the scenario could 
happen to Wilmington and 
leave them in the dust, I’m just 
giving an example of what 
could happen to any of the six 
large school teams, nevermind 
Wilmington. But this scenario 
could happen which leaves the 
question on how is this format 
fair? 

When Wilmington was in the 
MVC and didn’t want to play 
teams like Chelmsford and 
Central Catholic, it didn’t run 
and go independent for several 
years. Instead it got out of the 
MVC and went to one it felt was 
much more even for them. The 
same should go here. If teams 
like North Reading, Ipswich, 
Lynnfield or Amesbury don't 
want to play the other teams 


from the league, then get out 
Or, come up with a simpler and 
more fair system because this 
one is not. The “small school 
teams” should put a pacifier in 
their mouths and stop this non: 
sense. They want a super bowl 
bid. then fine deserve it and 
play everyone. 

There's 12 teams in the league 
now, right” So you can do ane of 
many things here. First, have 
every team play every other 
team giving them 11 league 
games. First tie-breaker is 
head-to-head, end of story. Now 
that would eliminate non- 
league games which would be 
the down side. 

The second suggestion is to 
have teams play 10 league 
games, skipping one team on a 
rotation, and keeping one non- 
league game. The tie-breaker, 
head-to-head, then record ver: 
sus common opponents, and 
then the third would be the 
team that had gone recently to 
the Bowl would get eliminated 

The third suggestion is expan- 
sion. Tyngsboro, Winthrop and 
Marblehead all want to get into 
the Cape Ann League in foot- 
ball. Let them. Now you have 15 
teams in the league. The top 
division has eight teams, and 
the bottom division has seven. 
Each team in the top division 
plays everyone once, and then 
on a rotation they play three 
teams in the bottom division 
and then one non-league game. 
The second division has seven 


teams, they face each other 
once and two teams from 
top division on a rotatui 
schedule, as well a 
league games. Then 
waiver should be granted for « 
second berth to th 
if that’s the case 

If there's teams in the Cape 
Ann League who don't want 
face certain other teams in t 
league, then form an indepen 
dent league, face who you want 
or don’t want to face and stop 
causing problems and chavs. 
This plan the league just 
passed will never work. ivery 
year coaches will be complain 
ing that this team faced “an 
easy team” and this team faced 
“a difficult team” and problems 
will last. It's silly

“It wasn’t any cheap hit 
either. She ripped the ball to 
the outfield,” Buckley said 
“With two strikes on her she 
hung right in there and did a 
nice job.” 

The lone run was more than 
enough for Kristine’s sister 
Jenn, who once again was on 
top of her game in shutting 
down Whittier. Elwell allowed 
only one hit in the complete 
game victory and struck out 
nine batters. If the Whittier 
game provided the thrill of vic- 
tory then the Tyngsboro game 
was the epitome of the agony of 
defeat 

Jenn Elwell and Tyngsboro 
sophomore Catherine 
Costopoulos battled each other 
pitch for pitch throughout the 


game. Costopoulos allowed five 
Shawsheen hits while striking 
out four in 10 innings. Elwell 
was equally as dominant, strik- 
ing out 11 and allowing just five 
hits. 

As a testament to how domi- 
nant Elwell was, the Tigers 
winning run scored on a field- 
er's choice to shortstop with

“That was a tough one to 
take,” Buckley said. “We had 
opportunities throughout the 
game, but we could never put 
together two hits in a row to get 
arun home.

The surprising benefits of eggs © 


New guideiines are putting 
eggs back on the American 
plate. and recent studies show 
that eating eggs may help pre- 
vent obesity, stroke, and memo- 
ry and vision loss. 

Fifteen studies published 
over the past year illustrate 
that in addition to being one of 
the most nutritious, inexpensive 
and healthiest whole foods, 
eggs may also play a role in 
preventing obesity, vision loss, 
vognitive decline and stroke. 


“There is a growing body of 
research showing potential 
health benefits for several of 
the nutrients found in eggs,” 
said Stephen B. Kritchevsky, a 
nutritional epidemiologist and 
college professor. 

The most recent American 
Heart Association guidelines no 
longer include a specific recom- 
mendation concerning the num- 
ber of egg yolks that can be 
consumed and state that eggs 
can be part of a heart-healthy 
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diets, as long as one limits aver- 
age daily cholesterol intake to 
300 milligrams a day. 

“We need to emphasize eat- 
ing patterns that cut heart dis- 
ease risk, instead of singling 
out specific foods,” Kritchevsky 
said, adding, “Eggs can fit into 
an overall healthy diet that is 
associated with low risk for 
chronic diseases like heart dis- 
ease.” 

Recently, Japanese 
researchers who studied the 
dietary habits of over 15,000 
men and 24,000 women for over 
16 years, found that specific ani- 
mal products in the diet 
appéared to decrease the risk of 
stroke. 

Individuals who consumed 
the most eggs, fish and dairy 
products were 20 percent less 
likely to die from a stroke. 

“Interestingly, another 
recent study suggests that 
lutien found in egg yolks and 
dark, leafy greens may prevent, 
or at least slow, the progression 
of artherosclerosis in the arter- 
ies that supply the brain,” said 
Kritchevsky. 

Other research suggests that 
consuming one egg or other 
protein-rich food at breakfast, 
while controlling the level of 
carbohydrates consumed, may 
help burn body fat and control 
hunger and cravings that often 
lead to over-consumption of 
calories 

The study found that women 
who ate the higher protein diet 
lost slightly more weight, but of 


the weight lost, nearly twice as 
much was fat compared to 
those eating a carbohydrate- 
rich diet. 

Another study found that 
giving extra choline to laborato- 
ry rats at certain points in their 
physical development led to 
changes in the brain and 
improvement in memory 
throughout the lifespan of the 
offspring. 

The extra choline appears to 
protect against age-related 
decline in memory capacity 
and precision. The best sources 
of choline are eggs, beef liver 
and wheat germ.
